Signs of the.lr presence at

places in the- Dorthern part 
. of the 
stato havo not been 
lacking. Those I 


reports 
have caused 
the 
liveliest j 


speculation In some quarters »s to | 
whether or not Iho caribou tweri once 
more 
to return to the stale. 
.Many 
hunters 
have held for 
years 
that 
they would come back when they had i 
exhausted the feed In 
tho 
provinces j 
bordering nn Maine—that Hey had dis- 
appeared from 
this vicinity 
-before 
and 
that they had 
always, 
mado 
their re-appearance after a lapse of 
yean. 
•A Bangor man, who has spent the 
greater part of his life In 
tho 
wild 
places of Cs'orlh America and who 
iff 
regarded as an authorjtv In hunting 
mailers, has given 
his 
views 
re- 
garding the situation. In his opinion 
tho da-y when the. caribou -will'go the 
way of the buffalo and meet .with al- 
most total extermination Is not 
far 


distant. In tho natural order of things 
thoy can last but a comparatively few 
years longer at tho best, he says. 
"It has boon About 25 years 
since 
they .were present In Maine in large 
numbers. I can remember 
of -nenitig 


large- herds fin -Mount Katahdln 'nach 
year. One winter about 30 j'cars ago 
t counted a herd of 27 on Chalrbnclc 
mountain up near 
Kalahdln 
iron, 
works. Gond-Blzed herds were 
com- 
mon atl over the northern, section of 
Maine. 
"Then 
they disappeared. Possibly 
the feed hereabouts had become ex- 
hausted, although I doubt if that IB 
the whole story. There had been larire 
numbers ftt them killed on the 
Ice 
on various lakes each winter. Thnt 
had something to dn -with it. At anf 
rate the-- left, although large herds 
hnve continued to be 
numerous 
tn 
parts of Canada. The caribou 'which 
were formerly found 
in Maine 
and 
which havo been abundant 
In 
the 


southern Canadian provinces are dif- 
ferent -from the ^Newfoundland and 
Labrador animals. 
"For a good nmny years past cari- 


bou have been klKcd In large num- 
bers. This Is possible becau.io of their 
curiosity. A big herd on tho
